THE TOB ACCO SITUATION 

Prices Will Pick Up With Improved 
Quality, Say Experts 

(Lexington Leader) 

Am improvement in the price of to- 
bacco on the l^exington floors will 
depend more than anything cl.se up- 
on an improvement in the quality 
and an increase in the quantity, ac- 
cording to the concensus of tbe o- 
p.niou of a number of tobacco men 
Saturday night. 

All of the local men seen express- 
ed themselves, but not tor publica- 
tion. There was not a single criti- 
•?sm ot the methods of the buyers 
on the local floors, and many of thos® 
interviewed expressed the opinion 
that the tobacco offered has brought 
on the whole a fair price, consider- 
ing tin- quality. 

'•1 Believe there is honest competi- 
tion aiaomr the buyers for the sever, 
el big houses." said an independent 
buyer. "The price may stiffen when 
other buyers yet into the maaket, but 
there are a hundred reasons why the 
-mailer buyers have not been much 
ii evident*. Due of them is that the 
market is not expected to be very 
active until after tbe holiday.-.. It 
is; reasonable to expect that a COB* 
sjderabie more active market with 
aider selection of offerings will bt 
move attractive to tbe buyer who on- 
ly wants a few grades, and can pick 
up what he likes from a bin floor." 

"The tobacco is very different 
from last year," said another ob- 
server of conditions. "Tobacco is 
grading different. There is m» froz- 
en leal, but a good deal ol house- 
burn. A buyer really has not yet 
made up his mind what he wants 
and is timid about setting up a 
value." 

gather opinion expressed by one el 
the best known men in the local 
market is that the offerings thm 
far hate been too small to warrant 
extensive loading up. "If I had 
bought for my firm as heavy a* I 
intend to later in the season, '. should 
have a hundred grades scattered 
aiound through the re- biers, and 
not enough of any to make a hogs- 
head. 1 can't buy tobacco that way."' 
One or two 0 f the tobacco men ex- 
pressed the opiniou that so'ealled 
independent buyers would eoine in- 
to the market very shortly, and that 
their influence would stimulate 
more active eonqH'titiou.

Chicago. — Chicago fire officials have 
adopted a life-saving device to pre- 
vent suffocation. The apparatus re- 
sembles a life-saver's helmet and 
dress. 

Lieut. Philip Ryan donned the ap- 
paratus in a test. . 

"It works fine," he declared, emerg- 
ing trom a subcellar filled with smoke. 
"I could breathe without any trouble. 
I figure that this new device will 
prove a great life saver." 

Held close to the head by means of 
springs, the apparatus prevents the 
entrance of gas or other fames. The 
fireman breathes through tubes con- 
nected with the body of the apparatus. 

"The apparatus is just donned for 
the purpose of life saving," declared 
Thomas O'Connor, acting chief of the 
Chicago fire department. 

"It is only possible to work in this 
uniform for about five minutes. That, 
however, would give us time to enter 
a building to rescue persons and 
emerge. Although we have made 
tests of the new apparatus, we have 
not as yet had occasion to bring it into 
actual use." 

A New York device, which Chicago 
firemen believe to be impractical, Is 
supposed to supply air to firemen 
working in cellars and lofts and Is 
said to have withstood various tests.

firemen using the Halloran contrivance 
is a brass tube to which is connected 
a line of one-inch hose extending to 
the open air in the street. 

This hose furnishes air for a suction 
which is caused by the powerful force 
of water sent through the nozzle. 

The water rushes by an apparatus 
having direct connection with the air 
feeling pipe, and forms a 
which in turn is supplied to 
There are three supply pipes on the 
first model and these are held by the 
firemen in their mouths, with a hard 
rubber holder, which is perforated and 
looks like the noseguards worn by 
football players. 

"While I will not say positively, not 
knowing anything about the experi- 
ments of the New Yorkers, it appears 
to me that a contrivance built accord- 
ing to the description would not be 
practical," said Assistant Chief O'Con- 
nor. "I have never yet heard of a 
contrivance which would protect fire 
men from smoke and fumes, especial- 
ly ammonia fumes, for any great 
length of time. 

"I consider our new device, which 
we have just adopted, is the nearest 
to perfection. We have tested it and 
have remained in smoke-filled base- 
for five minutes at a time
